STATEMENT 

As an employee* associate, and investigator with Guy 
Banister, I met David Ferrie who at the time was charged with 
sodomy or perhaps some other homosexual charge. Ferric was in 
Banister's office daily for several monthjL- As a client, he 


engaged Banister to gather evidence in his defense for these 
charges in Orleans Parish and in Jefferson. He became friendly 
with J, S. Martin, Sr,, whom I had formerly worked with as a 
private investigator. Ferric had all mannerisms of a person with 
a psychological maladjustment, physically the most s tricking 
thing about the man was that he had lost all of the hair on his 
head including his eyebrows. In order to cover up this fact, he 
wore theatrical makeup including crepe hair on his head and eye- 
brow’s. He stated on numerous occasions that his hair was lost 
by his experimentation with radioactive material, I have heard 
two other explanations. One, that he lost his hair in a dynamite 
explosion while prospecting for gold in Latin America. Two, that 
he had his hair removed purposely in order to get fired from 
Eastern Airlines and then to sue Eastern Airlines for firing him, 
Ferrie began as a clerk in the lav; office of G. Wray 
Gil 3 with his own desk, telephone, etc. He did legal restarch 
for Gill and claimed to do investigative work . He frequented 
all Courts in the New Orleans area and 2 have ' • 1 rd that or. or:

Ferric practiced the Roman Catholic religion and was 
extremely knowledgeable in Catholic Canonical Law, but in the 
writer’s opinion he was carried away to the point that he believed 
himself to be a saint and had such beliefs that he could cause the 
appearance of saints, demons, etc* I am of the opinion that j* £* 
Martin put him in contact v/ith a pseudo Orthodox Bishop named 
Stanley in Louisville, Kentucky, and that Ferric went to Louisville 
and was consecrated a Bishop in this Church* in comment, those 
Bishops scattered throughout the country have no churches, no 
priests, decons or congregation* They are self-styled bishops 
recognized by none but each other. 

David Ferric having been a pilot for Eastern Airlines 
and was dismissed from that duty upon homosexual charges being 
filed against him, carried on various business activities involv- 
ing flying, including charter work and flight instruction* At one 
time, he operated a Gulf filling station on the river side of 
Veterans Hwy. one block toward Baton Eouge from Metairie Court* 

I had heard that Carlos Marcello, whom Ferric had become friendly 
with had financed this filling station* I have also heard that 
Ferrie was a confidant of Marcello and a legal advisor. At one 
time, Guy Banister did some investigation work for Marcello* I 
think that this case was referred to Banister by G* Wray Gill* I 
do not think that David Ferrie or jack Martin did any investigative 
work on this case nor did I to my knowledge. Though, I may have 
been assigned some phase of the investigation not knowing what it 
involved* This method of operation was typical of Banister and 
this writer feels that no one knew all of Banister’s business

I was associated with Guy Banister starting around 
March, 1962 in the capacity of a confidential secretary. 

Later he trained me to Be an executive and I was officially 
the Treasurer of Guy Banister and Associates, Inc. up until 
the time of his death, June 6, 1964, During the time of my 
association with Mr. Banister's office I had occasion to be 
introduced to about six Cubans who were interested in over- 
throwing castro, that is how he introduced us. They went 
into Mr. Banister's office and closed the door and conversation 
took place, but I didn't listen, I was busy so I don't know 
exactly what took place. Later I had occasion to see the same men 
At that time there were ten in an office in the Balter Building 
either the second or third floor. The least expensive office - 
either $25 a week or month rent. As J passed this office 
going in the direction of Camp Street, the office was on the 
right hand side. I was on the verge of entering Richard's 
Office ( I don't recall his last name. He was from Honduras 
not a naturalized citizen from what I understand) . At this 
time he was in the export business and his work carried him down 
to Honduras and Guatemala quite frequently. When I reached 
the entrance of his office 1 was surprised to see these same 
men sitting in this office I had met earlier in Mr. Banister's 
office. They seemed surprised to see me and to know that 
I knew Richard. I called Richard’s name aloud and he poked 
his head around the door. He was sitting at his desk, back 
to the hall, and asked me to see him at another time so 
I left, I did not see him until sometime later I ran into 
him unexpectedly on the street and that was around Whitney 
Bank on St. Charles at Graviex turning toward Camp Street. I 
was walking with Mr. ames Murphy and Richard approached me 
asking to speak a moment to me. My escort was uneasy about 
it because of the man's general condi iion. He looked like 
a tramp, some people may have called him a wino# but he 
wasn't, and he told me he had beers beaten up by these people 
connected with the Communist movement who were smugcrlinq* 

Nov; , they v: re_ the same ones that were connected with the naopia 
who put up the money for him to establish a bus Inez? h-: , ■ * - 
export - import. X think that business was $ fvo.v.. 




He told me that ha was beaten and left for dead and a a 
,a result was sickly and was new at the Ozansm Ir.n located in the 
*800 block of Camp Street and had been standing in a broad line 
for food. This is the same Richard who once sold tickets for an 

| airline at Hois ant Airport The airline that had travel service 

into central America. I saw him two more times after that and 
similar instances occurred but each time I saw him, he was in a 
worse condition and in fear for his life. 

Question by Pet. Loisel : Bow long has it been since you have 

seen him? 

A nswer : Before Banister’s death. 1 don't know if he is living 

or dead. 

Question by pet. Loisel ; Go back to Hugh Ward - 

A nswer : Now deceased - Hugh Ward was an associate of Guy 

Banister and Associates. I think he was the one who was treasurer 
as a convenience and owned one share of Banister and Associates, 

He was not on the payroll, but he did come occasionally into 
the office. On one such occasion he mentioned to me that he 
had smuggled guns into Cuba to help with the overthrow of Castro. 

Question by pet. Loisel : What about Banister knowing about both 

sides? 

Answer i Mr. Banister had many different characters in and out 
of the office, not on the payroll. Many claimed to be private 
investigators. Others just were interested in giving him 
information knowing of his former connection with the FBI. 

His advice was sought at times and given sometimes in return 
for information or sometimes in form of a fee. Mr. Banister 
was connected with people associated with both the conservative 
element as well as the communist element or “Left Wing 1 *. He 
often told me being in the type work he was - security - you 
rub shoulders with all kinds of characters in order to be able 
to get information from both sides. It was by this means he 
was abreast of everything taking place in and out of the 
country. He received information from all over. This is why 
his files were so huge. We received many long distance calls 
too. He belonged to a world wide intelligence network to 
receive information from all areas. 

Question by Pet, Loisel : Let’s go to the movement of the files. 

Answer : Mr. Banister found rent a burden at 531 Lafayette 

Street and due to the fact that much money was owed him, he 
was unable to collect, he was in financial difficulty. Because 
he was unable to cover payment in advance on the rent in the 
Newman Building, the landlord, Sam Newman, who was pressing 
him constantly to make the payments on time, asked him to 
give up the office. We had been office hunting for another place 
but one night my mother suggested that he move his office to our 
house and occupy the den and basement. Mr, Banister had 
decided to do this and was not only in the process of 
reorganizing the company but had begun a physical movement 
of his paraphernalia and had moved some of his files to 
6569 Wuerpel Street. On the day of his unexpected death, 

June 6 # he was to have picked me up at my home and we were 
to start transferring his files and library to my house. He 
had already had part of the library there and had brought a few 
things to the house. These things are still there. When 
yr. Banister failed to come, and X had waiting quite sometime. 
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! after discussing things with my mother, on her advice i caught 
( *the bus and went to his apartment on Moss Street where I saw 
him laying on the Led. After being unable to arouse him, 

1 left and got into the automobile, having the key to the car, 
a 1930 Chevrolet which having instructions from him to use the 
car when needed, I drove to the nearest public phone to call 
my mother, The phone was located on Duma i no and Carrollton. 

My mother upon learning what I had seen - him lying on the 
bed, advised me not to attempt to enter, being a graduate 
trained nurse of Charity Hospital, and from the description 
I had given her, she told me he might be dead and in the event 
he was, for my own protection to call his good friends, 

Becky and Bill Nitchski. l did but they were not home* She 
had told us a few days earlier that their boys were flying in 
from Nevada and they were going to get them at the airport so 
X decided to go to the airport in case they came in the meantime. 
Since they were not there I went to their house thinking that 
they would be on the way and would arrive when X did. Upon 
finding them not home, I wrote a note tolling them that X 
feared something serious had happened to Guy and please come 
immediately that I would be waiting for them at his apartment, 
on my return I stopped again at the same phone thinking that 
by chance they may have arrived at home. The phone wag ringing 
as they were entering the house and while one was answering 
the phone, the other was reading the note X left. They said 
they would come immediately. I drove back to Guy's apartment 
and waited. We tried to arouse him and were unable to do so. 

Bill Nitchski then decided to use a crowbar from his car 
and break open the door. We went in and 1 wanted to turn him 
over and see if we could revive him, and I was about to do 
so when Bill said, "Don't touch him, he is dead." Unbeknown 
to me he had felt his feet and he recognized death on the touch. 
He was laying on the bod on his stomach with only a pair of 
shorts on. His head was on a pi 1 low on the left check and in 
his right hand he was clutching a bath towel. It looked like 
he was sleeping and I didn't think he was dead. Then 
immediately Mr. Nitchski phoned the police and reported that 
we had found him dead in his apartment on Moss Street. We 
were hardly in when we were out because Bill said it was 
most important not to disturb anything especially his body 
in the event that foul play had taken place and there may have 
been a knife or bullet found, we waited on the outside until 
the police came within minutes. I never went back in the 
apartment and I didn't see Bill go back in, I know Becky didn't. 

Qu estion by Pet, Loisel ; At a later date you knew Mrs. 

Banister sold - - - 

Answer; Mr. Banister had often told me in the event anything 
happened to him to go immediately to the office and take with 
me the code or key to the Index file and also to get my own 
personal belongings. As scon as 1 did this, I was to leave 
as soon as I was able. Naturally, being upset (we were to have 
been married upon his final divorce) I may have taken longer than 
I should have because I was unable to see as clearly 
because I had so many tears in my eyes. 

Later i learned the office was padlocked against me 
due to the fact that his wife, Mary Banister, resented me 
because I was treasurer of the company and she didn't want 
me to enter the office for fe^r I would take the files. 
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I She called me on he phone several times and accused jrc of stealing 
things from the office including the automobile which unbeknown 
to me had the title transferred to my name. Through a 
friend, Mrs. Fred A. Huff, I learned she had taken many of the 
files to her house. Not long afterwards, Mary Banister 
phoned me and told me she had the files and that I would never 
'get them, that she was burning most of the Communist files. 

I made arrangements with Mrs. Huff to contact Mrs. Banister 
and buy the files from her unbeknown to Mary Banister that they 
(were to be for me. Mrs. Huff paid her a visit one evening and 
loffered to buy the files. Mrs. Banister told her she had burned 
'many already and was going to burn some more. Mrs. Huff 
i asked her if she knew what she was doing, that the information was 
very valuable. Mrs. Huff left and later I passed Mary 
Banister's house on Argonne Street and saw smoke coming 
from the trash burner in the yard. I passed in the service 
alley behind the yard and saw flames and knew Mary Banister 
was carrying through her threat. I saw her out there putting 
things in it. I also learned later that the landlord, Sam 
Newman, had some of the files. One day I had a phone call from 
Mr. James Arthurs who lived in the Newman Building and who often 
came into the office and carried out the trash for Mr. Banister. 
Mr. Arthurs told me over the phone with tears in his voice 
that many of Mr. Banister's files, notes, and information 
had been thrown into the alleyway and on the sidewalk and 
were blowing around in the wind. He picked up a few things 
and asked me to come for them. I believe 1 still have these 
things. Not having the heart to go through them, I just left 
them there. He may have a few himself whether he does or 
not, I don't know. Meantime Mary Banister learning that 1 was 
interested in owning Mr. Banister's library and holding it 
together and carrying out his wishes to set up a memorial 
in his name, sold some of his library to Kent Courtney for 
$1.00 a book, I understand. 

While interviewed, I was shown several pictures and 
identified one as Dave Ferric, who was a most peculiar character 
having been burned, he wears a wig which looks like moss 
and false eyebrows and eyelashes. He was well educated and from 
what I understand studied for the priesthood. He does know 
how to draw up a brief and conduct the needed research. He 
has worked for some lawyers in this capacity. He was in and 
out of the office at times to seek opinions and comments 
from Guy Banister pertaining to a brief. He was not at any time 
on the payroll. 

. Another character, one who called himself at 
times "Reverand” and also a private investigator, came in and 
out of theoffice to give so called information to Mr. Banister. 
Whether it was of any value to anothing, I do not know because 
the files were very extensive. Mr. Banister always accepted 
any and all information from all kinds of people. This 
man's name was Jack Martin. 

Joe Newbrough was another so called private 
investigator who did a likewise job of bringing in information. 

He was not on the payroll either. 

I also identified the picture of Cel so M. Hernandez 
as being in the office and i believe Mr. Banister had his picture 
'I in the filer. 
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I would also like to mention that I remember the 
name Sergio Archaca Smith's name being in the file. 

Question by Pet. Ivon : What about Carlos Corega? 

Answer : I don't recall that name. 

I would also like to add I know Mr. Banister did 
not owe any 15 month* s rent. 

Question : What about Jeorge Rodriquez? 

Answer: I know we had a Rodriguez. I am trying to recall. 

I believe that name was in that file. 1 would say it was in 
there.

In reference to your instructions on first memorandum 
dated January 6, 1967, Miss Basile was asked "by investigators 
how she knew that Banister did some work for Lincoln Rockwell' 

She stated that she remembered there was a file on Lincoln 
Rockwell and she was under the impression that Banister was doing 
some type of work* for him- The nature of the work was unknown 
to her- She said that Mr, Banister was a staunch conservative. 

As far as feelings for J* F , K-, she didn't really know. 

She has never seen Rockwell or anyone connected with 
the American Natzi Party while she was employed with Banister, 
Someone could have come in who belonged to that organization, 
but she wouldn't have known it. 

Miss Basile stated that she remembers Sergio or Acacha 
Smith from coming into Banister's office. She said that Mr, 
Banister was doing some work for him but doesn't know what type 
of work he was doing. She had no access to his files. This was 
in 1961, She stated she might be able to identify Smith from a 
photo, she is not really sure. 

In reference to Hugh Ward she states that Mr , Banister 
hired Hugh Ward, a real young fellow who worked mostly on domes- 
tic cases such as divorces and separations, while she was employed 
there. He worked there six to eight months. She states that 
Hugh Ward lived in Covington and commuted back. and forth. 

In reference to Cosmos Shipping Company investigators 
stopped there and spoke to Mr, Artego who is a white male 
possibly 21 years of age who stated that Cosmos Shipping Company 
operates out of New Orleans, New York, and Chicago, They arc 
an import-export company, Mr, Artego further stated that Manuel 
Gonzales might have worked in the New York or Chicago office 
but he has never worked in the New Orleans branch.

During the interview with MRS. DECKER she told Detect! v 
Ward that she had met GUY BANISTER in 1959 through a friend of 
hers by the name of MRS , HUGH WARD 

MRS. DECKER stated that GUY BANISTER never gave her any 
indication that he was anything but a gentleman. 

MRS, DECKER stated that she was out of work during the 
month of October 1961 and that she had run into MRS. WARD who told 
her that GUY BANISTER was looking for a secretary. 

MRS. DECKER said she contacted GUY BANISTER at his 

office and he told her he was looking for a secretary and if she 

wanted the job to come in and sec him. 

MRS. DECKER started working for GUY BANISTER the third 

week in October 1961 and worked for him through January 1962, 

MRS . DECKER told Detective Ward that her job consisted 
mostly of cutting clippings from newspapers and magazines which 
contained articles about racial problems throughout the country, 
and articles about Communism. BANISTER was a fanatic on these two 
subjects . 


MRS. DECKER also stated that she had once seen some of 
BANISTER 1 s files in which the names of numerous political persons 
and influential persons names were mentioned. MRS. DECKER further 
stated that she thought if these files fell into the wrong hands 
they could be used to blackmail some of these persons mentioned 
in them.

ttheix questioned about the aforementioned list of 
persons, MRS, DECKER gave .the following account: 

1- JACK MARTIN: 

A friend of GUY BANISTER as well as a business 
associate. MRS. DECKER 3 s feelings were that MARTIN 
was a would-be investigator. However, BANISTER had 
warned her that MARTIN was the type of man to be afraid 
of. On November 22 , 1963 MARTIN pulled a gun on 
BANISTER in his office and threatened to kill him over 
some words about the assassination of President Kennedy 
MRS, DECKER stated that she had been told about the 
above-mentioned incident a couple of weeks after it 
happened by VERNON GEDDES. 

2. DAVE PERRIN : 

Had come into the office (BANISTER 1 s office) with JACK 
MARTIN and two Cubans. Assisted Cubans in organisation, 
DAVE FERRIE was a sympathiser with the Cubans and their 
cause . FERRIE was alleged to have helpted them (the 
Cubans) campaign for funds, etc. 

3 . JOE NEWBOROUGH: 

Was also a friend as well as a business associate of 
BANISTER and was in the office often. There is little 
else known about him. 

4. JOE OSTER: 

A business associate who MRU. DECKER felt was trying to 
take over BANISTER* s business. OSTER was also to have 
worked with BANISTER from time to time, and had money 
invested in BANISTER T s business. 

5- VERNON GEDDES; 

MRS, DECKER stated GEDDES was a friend and business 
associate of BANISTER and that she felt he would be a 
good man to talk to about BANISTER' s files, as he would 
know more than anyone else. Could not give many details, 

6. CARLOS QUIVERO: (possibly QUIROGA) 

7. SERGIO ARCACH& SMITH: 

These two had come in with FERRIE, MRS. DECKER did not 
know much about these two persons. Only in their company 
a shor time. She only knew them as being friends of 
FERRIE. 

8. BILL NIETSCHKE: 

An ex- FBI agent retired. Came to New Orleans in 
December 1961 from Reno, Nevada as a partner in the 
business with BANISTER, NIETSCHKE did not like MRS. 
DECKER- He felt she had told BANISTER that he was 
trying to take over the business , 
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9. FUGENE POOLING: 


Obviously a con-man who had assumed the rank of Co lone] 
and formed the Louisiana Private Patrol. DOOLING was 
in the office aften and was one of BANISTER' s closer 
friends . 


10. MARY BANISTER: 


EX-wife of GUY BANISTER. Little known about her other 
than she was a straightforward, sometimes overbearing 
person. 

1 1 . DELPHI NE ROBERTS : 

DELPHI NE was alleged to be very intimate with BANISTER 
as well as being a firm backer to him in his work. MRS. 
ROBERTS was in and out of the office on many occasions. 
NOTE: (Memo dated December 29 from Ward mentions DELPHI NE 

ROBERTS as the person having found BANISTER dead in his 
apartment and having removed some material from his 
apartment at that time. Also, several days later returned 
and removed more material) 

MRS. DECKER further stated that BANISTER had been far 
behind in the payment of his rent for the office, and 
that soon after his death the landlord of the building 
had seized some of his furnishings and material as 
payment of the delinquent account. (The office building 
was located at 531 Lafayette Street) MRS. DECKER 
further stated that BANISTER never discussed business 
with her. 

MRS. DECKER said that if she could think of anything 
that might be of any importance to us she would call, or should 
we want to ask her any more questions she would be more than glad 
to answer any and all questions and offered her assistance in any 
way possible.
